PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER.  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER 
DISEASES.  


Of  the  Infectious  Diseases,  Diphtheria  was  the  most  prominent 
during  the  year.  Of  the  cases  notified,  one  half  occurred 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  Dux’ing  this  latter  period, 

the  type  was  severe. 

Hospital  accommodation  was  severely  taxed.  Mild  cases  of 

Scarlet  Fever  were  not  admitted  to  Hospital,  whilst  some  cases  of 
Diphtheria  were  sent  to  the  Caerphilly  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  brought  '■0  the  fore  the  advisability 
of  offering  Immunisation  against  the  Disease.
